Early Registration 
For New Semester 
Begins on January 8 


Tuition Fees Must Be in by 
February First, When New 
Semester Opens 

The registrar’s office has announced 
that the pre-registration period for 
next semester will begin January 8 snd 
continue through January 19. 

During this period students now en- 
rolled in the University who expect to 
continue their work next semester may 
plan .their schedules with the assist- 
ance of deans and advisors, execute 
the necessary lorms, and complete reg- 
istration. By this the inconvenience of 
the more crowded regular period may 
be avoided. 

Initial payment of tuition should be 
made on or before February 1 in all 
schools. The usual late registration 
fee will apply if payment has not been 
made by that date. 

Students entering the University 
from high schools or transferring from 
other colleges or universities will reg- 
ister January 81 end February 1.

it, bat I turned to catch up with 
him.

So there we are: some of us help 
because we feel sorry for others 
and want to help them) others of us 
donate because we want to enjoy 
our own meal and don’t wish to be 
annoyed by that stinging something 
called conscience. Whatever type 
you are, it doesn’t matter. What 
does matter is that at many needy 
families will be fed by George 
Washington students as they can 
afford to feed. 

I’m certain the student body will 
go over the top. It has failed in 
emergencies before, it will not fail 
now.

And that greet- 
ing is for the faculty, too, who gave 
unstintlngly of both its time and 
money to help the drive supeded.

nately, the plans was dsveloped a 
bit hkstlly and without wanting.

These “sob 
stories” and pictures of starving 
families, when used often, finally 
harden us to the facts, and we take 
them as a matter of course. 

In appealing for your help, which 
is merely that of dropping an in- 
expensive bit of food in a barrel, 
the thought strikes me it that of 
the satisfaction you will receive in 
knowing that when you eat your 
Christmas dinner there will be a 
couple of kids down in Shanty town 
doing the same thing Just because 
you were kind enough to spare 
three minutes of your time to spend 
ten cents for a can of milk. 

When I was asked to donate a 
pound of butter, I did so at once. 
The young lady asking for the do- 
nation may have thought I was 
very kind, Yes, to myself. I did 
it for my own protection. Be- 
lieve it or no, I did. I remembered 
that last Christmas as I was on my 
way to my Christmas dinner, I was 
stopped tv a pan-handler. That’s 
what I thought he was. He asked 
me for some money for food, or 
asked that I take him to restau- 
rant. 

Deciding he was merely a “pro- 
fessional,” I went on. But 1 
stopped to watch him, and I taw 
him slink into an alley about a 
block away to rummage In a gar- 
bage cun. It sounds “silly,” doesn’t
